Western Ambassadors Again Confer 
With Holotov Three Hours As New 
Threats, Fears Reported In Berlin 


BERLIN, Aug. 9—(ffV-The Brit-

said today the Russians are dig- 
ging trenches and mounting weap- 
ons, 
Including rocket guns, on the 
border between the Soviet occupa- 
tion zone and western Germany,

They said the Russians for a long

Garden Hygiene 
Is Urged By 
A&M Expert 


J. F. Rosborough, extension hor- 


ticulturist of Texas A. and M.' Col- 
lege, has cautioned vegetable gard- 
ners that hygiene Is an Important 
phase right now. 


Hygiene in the garden Is as Im- 


portant to vegetables as cleanliness 
In the home, he points out, and 
many diseases of vegetables are 
carried over on the stems and 
laves or roots of the plants which 
produced during the spring. Such 
troubles as southern blight, root rot 
and other common garden diseases 
may bo carried over from the root 
system. 


Pull or dig out the entire plant, 
gardeners are advised, rather than 
cutting it off at the ground level. 
Then keep the soil stirred up to 
prevent weed growth, as weeds 
will take up the moisture that may 
bo needed to start the fall veget- 
ables. Scatter compost or barnlot 
fertilizer over the surface and plot 
It to a depth of three or four Inches. 
If the soil is kept In good condition 
until middle or late August, or even 
early September, malty fall veget- 
ables can be started.
